1 . Claims 20-56 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-48 of U.S. Patent No. 6,095,985. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the claims of the present application are obvious over the claims of 
the parent patent. 

2. Claims 20-56 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-17 of U.S. Patent No. 5,778,882. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the claims of the present application are obvious over the claims of 
the parent patent. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 
3. Claims 20-56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
that was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The subject matter added to the independent 
claims in the amendment submitted 5/8/06 does not appear to be adequately set forth in 
the specification as filed. The particulars of how the data logger is configured to initiate 
communication via the modem are not described.
